INDIAN LAKE 
LEVELS LOW 


Property Owners Blame 
Inadequacy Of Water 
Level Dam 


An 
unprecedented 
low 
water 
stage on Indian lake is the cause 
of deep concern on the part of re­ 
sort owners and people who have 
cottages there. 
The 
instrum ent 
at the lake’s 
outlet that records the water stage 
indicates that the lake level is 1.10 
fre t below the low level establish­ 
ed by court decree two years ago. 
This level established by court in­ 
dicates, as the result of a geologi­ 
cal survey, the lowest water stage 
that the lake should be permitted 
to have. 
One need not be technical, hovv- 
t ver, to grasp the seriousness of 
the situation. 
T he appearance of 
the lake as well as the condition 
of its beaches is apparent. 
Resorts Hard Hit 
A tour of the resorts along the 
I ke Tuesday afternoon revealed 
that in every instance the water 
iii front of each of these places is 
so shallow that 
boats 
can 
be 
launched only with difficulty. The 
docks are high and dry and fish­ 
ermen have to wade out into the 
w ater at considerable distance be­ 
fore the w ater is deep enough to 
prevent grounding when they step 
into their boats. 
At tile B ear Trap lodge, where 
the beach is rock lined, the care­ 
fully constructed harbor is now 
almost dry. T he w ater has receded 
more than 30 feet from the water 
line of early summer. 
Sunset Beach. M inor’s Dcerpath 
lodge 
and 
Mountain Ash Beach 
have beautiful sandy beaches but 
the water is too shallow to assure 
good bathing. At Sunset Bench, an 
ornamental lighthouse, which or­ 
dinarily re t 
at the w ater’s edge, 
is two feet above 
water's 
edge. 
L an g ’s resort, not far from the Big 
Spring, Is perhaps the hardest hit 
by this low w ater stage. 
H. 
J . 
Lung, the proprietor, says that al­ 
though his resort did not have a 


bathing beach, he does claim that 
his resort is adjacent to the finest 
fishing grounds on the lake. But 
no 
it is practically impossible to 
launch a boat from his resort. 
Because of the lowering of the 
w ater level, 
numerous sandbars 
are now dry ground. At the lake’s 
outlet, the water under the bridge 
formerly ran swiftly, but now the 
stream is almost at a standstill and 
the w ater of Indian river is now 
so shallow that boating is almost 
impossible. 
Ham Inadequate 
Resort 
owners and owners of 
cottages lay the blame to the dam 
built many years ago, which does 
not check the water and m aintain 
a constant level. 
This 
dam, 
located where the 
bridge crosses the river at High­ 
way M-94, was partially dynam it­ 
ed .several years ago and has so 
deteriorated since then that it no 
longer serves its purpose. Built for 
the purpose of holding back w ater 
at this season of low stage it is 
now utterly useless. 
Feeling the need of taking ac­ 
tion to remedy the situation, re­ 
sort owners are meeting this eve­ 
ning at the home of VV. S. Crowe, 
at 111 L ake street, to discuss the 
problem and take the 
necessary 
preliminary steps to correct the 
trouble.
